THE K5RW BUG COLLECTION 


Like most of you, | saw my first bug when | was a teen- 
ager. | can't remember what kind it was, but it caught my 
heart and imagination. Visions of becoming a high-speed 
operator and earning my place on 40 meters danced through 


my head. So | got out the catalogs from the big radio 
houses on the east coast. My twelve dollars was soon in 
the mall. After what seemed like an eternity, the postman 


delivered by prize, a brand new SPEED-X bug, Model 515. 


Two decades later the SPEED-X is still with me. So is my 
fascination for bugs. My collection got started when | saw 
an ad In the classified for an old bug. Curiosity got the 
best of me, so | ordered it. The bug turned out to be a 
Vibroplex. | knew it was old because | had never seen one 
quite like it, but how old | didn't know. | had to find 
out. Then came a McElroy Bug. | knew who Ted McElroy was, 
but never knew he made keys. | wanted to find out more. 


Today there are 70 bugs in my collection and | am stil! 
trying to find more. My goal is to find one of each make 
and model of bug ever manufactured and to know their his- 
tory. I've got a good start, but I've a long way to go. 


Horace G. Martin made the first bug in 1904. It was 
called ''The Vibroplex'. Other manufacturing firms saw how 
successful the bug was. In a few short years there were 
dozens of bug makers competing in the market. Many firms 
had several different models. For four decades the bug en- 
joyed a heyday. 


Technological advance eliminated the need for the bug. 


After WW-I1, the bug manufacturers slowly faded away. Today 
there is only one still in business....Vibroplex. They are 
still making the same model started in 1904, now known as 
the Original, Though they are gone, other manufacturers 


are not forgotten. Thousands of bugs remain to remind us 
of the golden days of communications. These purveyors of 
the radiotelegraph art are hidden away in attics, closets 
and garages waiting to be discovered by a collector.

The task is a double one....findIng bugs 
and finding information about them. Old advertisements, 
catalogs and flyers are a good source of information on 
types and year of appearance. Not too many have survived 
the years, however. The U.S. Patent Office records are 
accessible and do contain technical and proprietary infor- 
mation about some of the early and unusual models. The 
lack of reference material] is a handicap, but it makes dig- 
ging for it a lot of fun, The Vibroplex factory, | am told 
burned in 1972 and all records concerning serial numbers 
were lost.

With the appointment of Director Arnold, W4WHN, to the position of QCWA Secretary, there then exist- 
ed two openings for Board appointed Directors which were then filled by the appointments, for one 
year, of Gerhard Jacoby, DL3ME and Wade Holland, W4AZD. 


Among major actions taken by the Board were the signing of a new contract for a General Manager with 
Demos; a review of the dues structure which will have a amenament submitted by the Secretary in time 
to be reviewed by the Board for possible implementation the first of the year. 


The General Manager reported the latest membership number issued was 16,343. The new membership 
roster will be in the mail within a few days. The Long Range Planning Committee (LRPC) furnished its

In about 1932 in Singapore, we became rather dissatis- 
fied with the "wireless equipment" provided by His 
Majesty's government in our beloved Hawker Horsley aero- 
planes. This was of two kinds; the first consisted of a 
100-watt C.W, transmitter on M.F. (150-550 Khz), a simple 
Hartley Oscillator using two parallel bright emitter valves 
(tubes) VTIA, and a TRF O-V-2 receiver, copied from a Tele- 
funken design used in World War I Zeppelins. This was the 
"T,22/T,F."' combination used for CW communications on long 
distance cruises such as our trip to Singapore, and our 
fairly frequent visits to Saigon, Bangkok and India's N.W. 
frontier. All this considered this worked very well. 


The "tactical" radio telephone equipment was an alternate 
outfit, used for air/ground and air-to-air communications 
for our daily bombing and torpedo flights. This was a very 
early HF. (3-7 Mhz) system, using a 3-tube AM transmitter, 
and one of the very first superhet receivers. The latter. 
employed 11 tubes (2 RF, 1st Det, Osc, 3 IF, 2nd Det, 2 AF) 
but they were all simple triodes, which posed an enormous 
stability problem, cured by the simple expedient of biasing 
the various grids positively - so that they didn't oscil- 
late, but they couldn't amplify, either! The control which 
accomplished this neat trick was labeled "Stabiliser", and 
if one pared the fingernails to the quick, and exercised 
extremely delicate control, it was indeed possible to re- 
ceive speech on the remarkable receiver, at reasonably 
close range. 


Those of us who had discovered amateur radio at this time 
knew there must be a better way, and in fact we had worked 
several local hams on AM voice on the (then) new 5 and 10 
meter bands, with astonishing clarity and using only bat- 
tery power. This eventually led to the construction of 
some rather simple airborne equipment using receiving 
valves, and a splendid base station built into an aircraft 
packing case (replacement aircraft were shipped to us in 
huge wooden boxes). This Base Station I believe actually 
used one of the very first "807's" obtained from RCA at the 
(for us) staggering cost of $25. 


This equipment worked well on its unofficial local trials 
and eventually I persuaded our Flight Commander to let us 
do a "real range test - 150 miles up the Malayan coast, or 
until we ran out of range, whichever came first. I 
imagined that our 7-watt transmitter on about 30 Mhz would 
really put out at 10-12,000 feet. The antenna was a dipole 
strung between wing-tip and tail fin (stabiliser). The 
pilot on this trip was a Sergeant called Tommy (later a 
Big Wheel in Imperial Airways, later BOAC - now "British 
Airways"), and I operated the new radio whose virtues we 
intended to prove. 


All went well for the first hour, by which time we were 
somewhere between Batu Pahat and Malacca - signals loud and 
clear at 10,000 feet, but as the noise built up, I per- 
suaded Tommy to climb higher and higher, doing mental 
arithmetic meanwhile about line-of-sight distances, earth 
curvature, etc, 

The Hawker Horsley had a nominal ceiling of about 19,000 
ft, but we didn't go there often, because it was very 
dreary (and cold) up there without oxygen and also, the 
engine had a habit of stopping dead at about 16,000 ft, due 
to carburettor icing. This happened to us as expected, and 
I duly reported back to Base "Dead stick, dead stick, des- 
cending and restarting". They actually heard this message, 
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weakly in the noise, and it was the last they did hear of 
us for several days. 


Normally, this engine cut-out thing was no problem, and 
there was a drill to cope with it, One glided down a few 
thousand feet, let the ice melt, and the observer (me, in 
this case) crawled into the "kitchen" (under the pilot's 
feet) where there was a "gas-starter"., This lawn-mower 
type engine pumped compressed air and gas into the main 
engine (a Rolls Royce Condor - forerunner of the famous 
W.W.IT Merlins), and usually re-started it before one 
reached 6-8000 feet. If this didn't work a vertical dive 
and much jiggling of throttle and switches would usually 
get the big 19 ft. propeller turning again. 


Well, this time nothing worked, and at 2000 feet we be- 
gan anxiously to eye the 200 ft high trees which covered 
hillsides in every direction. Tommy said, "One last try 
with the gas starter", and I went down and fruitlessly 
pumped its starter handle -- it, too, was out of gas at 
this point. 

So we stretched out our glide and made it to a rather 
lumpy beach, where Tommy performed a near-miraculous "dead 
stick" landing, at the expense of only one burst wheel and 
a broken tail-skid. 


It then appeared that the tide was coming in, and un- 
broken jungle extended in every direction but seaward, 
way to salvage this aircraft!

Conventional wisdom says one stays 
til found and rescued, but we didn't 
top mainplane, surrounded by sea and 
nothing to drink or eat for the rest 
lucky and another aircraft found us; and then for another 
24 hours or so whilst a marine craft made its 8-10 knot 
journey by sea to pick us up. Of course at a literal sea 
level, our special radio had a range of about 10 miles. So 
we decided to walk along the shore until we came to one of 
the "sungeis" (muddy estuary) we had seen from the air; and 
a few miles up river, there ought to be a Malay fishing 
village. 


So we walked quite a few miles and found a river. Lack- 
ing a boat however, the way upstream was quite impassable, 
so Tommy said "Swim across, and we'll find another sungei". 
We did, and whilst drying out along the next beach, I 
pondered upon the fact that this was the original "mugger 
country", The muggers of today in our larger cities take 
their name from the man-eating crocodiles of the Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands and the nearby Malayan coastline. 
These huge creatures have a reputation of attacking in 
packs of 30-50, without molestation by man or warning by 
them, apparently just for fun and supper. In fact, it was 
reliably reported during World War II, that, in a night 
raid, they ate the whole 30-man Japanese garrison of one of 
the Andaman Islands, to the great joy of the Islanders, 
who, from long years of familiarity with the muggers, are 
said to have tempted them to this feast by tying up some 
oxen on the shore. 


However that may be, after swimming two more muddy 
estuaries in the wake of the captain of my aircraft, I said 
“Hey Tommy, it's getting dark, and I don't want to swim any 
more muddy rivers, because of the muggers!", He promptly 
sat down, turned greenish, and said, "My Gawd, I never 
thought of that!" 


Soon after, we sighted a light -- two Malay youngsters 
going night fishing in a "koleh" with and acetylene lamp in 
the bows. Fortunately, I had taught myself to speak Malay, 
and after much yelling, they took us aboard, gave us water 
and curried rice, and we spent the next few hours fishing 
with great success, Then back to their village in the dawn 
(a long, long paddle); and two days later a very angry 
Flight Commander arrived, in the company of a friendly 
rubber planter, at whose bungalow some miles away we en-

joyed baths and Scotch, and then drove back to Singapore in 
out Boss's car. He did not speak for the first 100 miles, 
but then we gathered that we were not to be court- 
martialled, only subject to every dirty or boring chore for 
the next few months. 


It was not thought nice to lose one of the H.M. aero- 
planes, even if it wasn't our fault. The good that came of 
this trip was proof that VHF voice radio worked, and many 
years and much heated argument later, such became the 
standard fit in RAF aircraft. Indeed, we may credit good 
VHF ground/air communications, and the newly invented radar 
(then called RDF) with being quite indispensable aids in 
the Battle of Britain in 1940, 


Of course, we tried to emphasize the success side of our 
flight -- we had proved that ham-type radio worked better, 
and when properly repackaged for airborne use, it could 
solve a major tactical problem then existing, Our 
Squadron Commander's comment on this was trenchant --- 
"Yes, the operation was successful, but the patient died!"

QCWA BOARD ADOPTS NEW DUES STRUCTURE 


In an effort to establish a sound financial position and 
to insure QCWA can maintain its level of service while con- 
tinuing to enlarge its horizons, the Board of Directors 
considered the costs of doing business, projections of what 
appears to be inevitable increases in the cost of every- 
thing we buy, and came up with the schediile of costs below. 


No one likes to increase costs...but the last increase in 
dies was made in 1979, and our costs have risen more than 
30 percent since that time. The Board questioned the anal- 
yses of the General Manager very sharply, and after a long 
and detailed study, arrived at the best possible compromise 
presented in the schedule. 


The existing dues structure remains in force until Janu- 
ary 1, 1983....in the event, for any reason at all, that 
the Fall issue of QCWA NEWS is delayed a few days, the 
actual date of publication will be the date from which at 
least 60 days will pass before the newly adopted dues sched- 
ule goes into effect. For all practical considerations it 
will be January 1, 1983.

McGraw Hill, NY. 3 et al's), 1982, 340 pages, numerous 
illustrations, some mathematical tables, index. 


As indicated in a previous issue, we have another book by 
Robert L, Shrader, W6BNB. This one is right down our alley. 
I have been through quite a number of license-preparation 
works; this one, in my opinion, is one of the very best, 
(Later reading here will show that I may not be completely 
unbiased). This book goes from an interesting introductory 
account of the nature and history of Amateur Radio (remem- 
ber, you must read this from the viewpoint of a neophyte) 
together with a listing of the different classes of licen- 
ses along with the privileges and requirements for each all 
the way to ATV and EME, 


If you do not feel like reading through the play-by-play 
which follows--although I hope you will--please skip to the 
Summary at the conclusion of this review. 


The technical meat commences with elementary block dia- 
grams of typical amateur stations and a tabulation of the 
frequencies available to each license class and the emis- 
sion types permitted. 


From this point, the book moves at a carefully regulated 
pace-~a point which most books muff badly giving an exhaus- 
tive treatment of one subject and whizzing by others at a 
dead run, D-C circuits, alternating current, reactance and 
reactive elements, series circuits with reactance and re- 
sistance, are handled quite completely. One might regret 
that somewhat less attention is devoted to parallel combin- 
ations which are, by far, the more troublesome. The same 
comments go for series and parallel resonance. 


Electron devices, both vacuum and solid state are covered 
in Chapter 6. Mr. Shrader has chosen to deal in terms of 
electron current rather than conventional current. As these 
two are presumed to flow in opposite directions, a minor 
amount of confusion may result in some cases. The use of 
electron current considerably simplifies the understanding 
of vacuum tubes. It is a little less useful in solid-state 
devices where, in some cases, hole movement in the opposite 
direction may be assumed, This is not a terribly large 
stumbling block, but it's the best I can do for a major 
criticism. Even so, I can understand the reasoning behind 
Mr. Shrader's choice, because I struggled with teaching 
such things in Radar schools during WW-II and must agree 
that electron current is an easier concept for rank begin- 
ners to grasp, 


The chapter provides useful information on a great vari- 
ety of electron devices, Missing from the dissertation on 
screen-grid tubes is mention of the fact that the screen 
grid, in addition to reducing grid-plate feedback--which 
was the original intent of the designers--also greatly re- 
duces plate degeneration by shielding between the plate and 
the cathode, This enables one to realize almost all of the 
Gn of the unshielded triode. Again, we are dealing with a 
rather fine point. 


Following the introduction of electron devices, is the 
chapter on power supplies including a good treatment of 
voltage regulators to go with them, 


Amplifiers of both the untuned and tuned types are cover- 
ed in Chapter 8. Shrader has done an excellent job in us- 
ing vacuum tubes, bipolar junction and field-effect tran- 
sistors intermixed in his illustrative examples. This pre- 
sentationshould go a long way toward reducing unwarranted

As we would expect, oscillators follow. Surprisingly, 
this chapter contains the only explanation of how a spark 
transmitter works that I've seen in print almost since the 
days of Mary Loomis. As a means of communication, they are 
only of historic interest, but we might be well advised to 
know that man-made QRN is generated in precisely the same 
manner, The chapter covers all of the popular oscillator 
circuits. It concludes with a short section oh phase- 
locked loops. 


C-w transmitters follow oscillators, Various configura- 
tions are shownin block diagram form, Both on-off keying 
and FSK are noted. Some schematics in quite general form 
are included. There are sections on heterodyne transmit- 
ters and an example or two of transceivers, 


Chapter 11 on C-w receivers is adequate for a functional 
understanding. Some attention is given to AVC and other 
niceties--possibly more to show what is possible than how 
to do it. 


Chapter 12 on Radio Waves gives a reasonable idea of how 
the fields aredistributed and the direction of radiation. 
Why this should occur and how, are, of course, beyond the 
reach of the student at this phase. However, the treatment 
of long-range communications involving the ionosphere is 
one of the high points of the book. Many books have devot- 
ed whole chapters to what Mr. Shrader has covered in five 
concise pages. 


It seems only natural that antennas should come immedi- 
ately after Radio Waves. And so they do--chapter 13-- 24 
whole pages. Antenna configurations, feed techniques, ad- 
vantages and shortcomings, VSWR in both analytical and 
illustrated form, matching devices, dipoles, rhombics, 
loops. You name it; he has it, 


The book next treats amplitude modulation in a comprehen- 
sive manner, Various modulation techniques are shown, Side 
bands are introduced. I might pick a small nit on one 
point in this regard. It would be possible to read section 
14-3 to indicate that non-linearity is required (which is 
only one possible mechanism) to generate new frequencies. 

A more general statement would be that multiplication of 
instantaneous voltages or currents is required. Non-lin- 
earity is the most common method by which this is accom- 
plished, but not the only one. If I did pick the nit, it 
would be a very small orie, Linear amplifiers are included 
in this chapter. 


The chapter on SSB (15) describes the two most popular 
methods of generating SSB signals. A section is included 
on NBVM, 


FM succeeds SSB, Both direct FM and by use of PM are 
discussed, although the direct method is covered more thor- 
oughly. Some readers might desire that the relation be- 
tween FM and PM be explored more thoroughly feeling that 
the book is deficient in this regard. This is hard to do, 
however, without resorting to mathematical notation which 
it would appear the author tried to avoid whereever possi- 
ble, His illustration of how the frequency is temporarily 
changed during the time that a non-frequency-determining 
circuit, e.g., the antenna circuit, is being tuned is per- 
haps the best that can be done within the scope of the book. 


This really concludes the story of practical Amateur 
Radio, however chapters on measuring devices, digital sys- 
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tems, advanced and exotic modulation, T.V., RFI, operating 
procedure and rules and regulations finish off the bool. 


Author Shrader has developed a very fine classification 
system for the relevancies of the sections of his book. The 
paragraphs are each preceded by a printer's box containing 
grouped letters and numbers, The letters are N,G,A and E 
standing for Novice through Extra (General and Technician 
are lumped together). The numeral following each refers to 
the appropriate end-of-the-chapter question, If there is 
an easier way to know which sections one should emphasize 
in his pre-exam studies, I have yet to see it. 


Actually there are two grades of questions in the book. 
Mixed throughout the chapters and at the end of each are 
checkup questions, The answers to these appear a few pages 
further along, At the end of each chapter is a list of 
“Amateur License Questions", again segregated by license 
class. These bear more directly upon the examinations. 


SUMMARY, n the whole, the book is solid, complete and 
Tight to the point. For QCWA members is is probably a 
little elementary, but for the nth generation of junior ops 
in your family, it is just what the doctor ordered. Errors? 
Very few. The only one I can remember is that the top box 
in fig. 4-12 (b) should read 25 -j30. 


We have reviewed quite a number of "how to" books. Until 
now, it has been only speculation on my part about the ad- 
equacy of the instruction. We would have had to build a 
whole telephone system to check on David Talley's books on 
telephone equipment. To test Crisis Investing, I would 
have had to hit HQ up for at least a quarter million which 
I felt was a little steep and besides I am not positive 
that HQ would have advanced it. The case of Mr. Shrader's 
book is quite different. This one works. I know, I test- 
ed it, On the 55th anniversary of my first license--pre- 
cise to the day, I added "/LB" to my call and moved down to 
14,007. Thank you, Mr. McGraw. Thank you, Mr. Hill. Thank 
you, Mr. Shrader. I would never have made it on my own, 


STORM WARNING, Jack Higgins, Bantam Books (by arr. with 
Holt, Rinehart and Winston), New York, several printings, 
276 pp, $1.95. 


STORM WARNINGS awakens memories of adventure stories of a 
long-ago age. This is the ancient tale of men fighting 
stiff, wet canvas with bleeding hands high above the flood- 
ed deck of an over-age vessel lurching through mountainous 
seas. You can feel the icy wind tearing at your soaked 
clothing. The storm episodes are ones that you can almost 
live with your own senses, 


But read the chronometer again. Check the date in your 
nautical almanac, The year is 1944 and the month is Sep- 
tember! How and from whence arose this anachronism? What 
placed this makeshift vessel and its small company out of 
their proper place in time? Wars, circumstances, coindi- 
dence and human nature have mixed a hodge-podge of missort- 
ed elements into a wholly credible total, So well has this 
been done that I’m sure you'll agree with me that this 
might have happened--just didn't, which I regard as one of 
the critical tests of a book. 


Mr. Higgins writes vividly and knowledgably of ships and 
the sea. So much so that it was a real surprise to lay the 
book aside and discover California sunshine outside. But 
on this alone, professionally and capably as it has been 
done, the book would not merit the wide readership that it 
has enjoyed. Beyond the stark backdrop against which the 
story is laid, Mr. Higgins has a powerful story to tell. 

In the fullest fury of the weather, human beings are tested. 
The testing concerns the conviction of a much too elderly 
lifeboat crew that duty transcends nationality; the convic- 
tion of the entire population of an island that the life 
boat service must go on even if it costs all of their own 
lives. 


For gripping as the setting is, the story is really about 
human beings; about their courage and unbreakable determin- 
ation; about their fierce and prideful loyalties; about 
their honor and trust, Perhaps, above all, it is about 
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compassion. 


If you read as a sedative before going to sleep, forget 
about this one. A substitute for Valium or Seconal it is 
not. If you want to really stir yourself awake and, even 
from an armchair, live a roaring adventure--ah, that's the 
time to take on Mr. Higgin' STORM WARNING.

I have always been better with software than with hardware. And, If anyone 


out there read the last colunn that | had in this space, the realization 
rises that | am not very consistant...the use of "software! dozs not fit 
with my comments then, but then, that was a few months ago. 


Call it what you will, the nuts and bolts of electronics have never been @ 
matter with which | have been especially confortable. Now that Is an odd 
sort of affair, since I'd rather be in the basement messing up an etched cir- 
cult-board than exercising my rights as a Licensed Radio Amateur messing up 
the air. And, while talking Is something at which | am not bad (note the way 
H crept around a possible dangling participle!) the arts of screwdriver and 
soldering Tron have managed to elude me. Oh, sure, | can put things together, 
and sometimes they do work, but 1 do not usvally count on it. The moment of 
truth, when the power is finally applied, Is generally a moment of frustra= 
tion for me, as we shall see later. 


If a friendly psychiatrist (if any such exist) were to get me on his (her?) 
couch to probe deeply into ry past in an effort to discover when all of this 
Ineptitude began, I might be persuaded to recall some early year in the Bronx, 
when | was ten or twelve and "experinenting''. | was a reader, even then, of 
Popular Science and all of those books from the libri h told boys how 
to make and do things, One item | remember was a It was 
made this way, and hold on to your hats: one took a pair of pencils, notched 
them near the blunt ends to expose the lead, and twisted a length of lamp 
cord In the notch to make contact with the bared lead. The pencils were con~ 
nected to the AC mains through a resistor, in this case a toaster or an elec- 
trle iron. Can you Imagine how much bare wire and TIOVAC were Floating 
around on the kitchen table? And what happened when | tried to strike an 
arc? The fuses in the electric systen were all located in the basement, and 
It was the janitor's job to replace them whenever one blew. This happened 
time and again, until he got tired and complained to my parents. 


But {was off to a good start. At thirteen I was a Boy Scout, and It could 
not have been too long after that when | decided to try for the Radio merit 
badge. This required, among other things, that the candidate build, by hin- 
self a radio which could receive stations from sone ridiculous distance like 
50 or 200 miles. | attempted a battery portable: it used, | think, a pair of 
'99 tubes -- detector and one-step. Needless to say, it didn't work.

Sooner or later | got into high school and | joined the radio club. It was 
tine to build a receiver again, and while the outward appearance was dF fer- 
ent, It was =- more or less -- ny old friend, the detector and one-step.

One=ten AC still gave me trouble. | was at that time a menber of the high 
school puppet club -- don't ask me why...it may have had something to do with 
some of the girls who were menbers. I was put to work on construction of the 
puppet stage, @ huge monster with all manner of lighting. The lights were my 
nemesis. Naturally, | volunteered to wire the pane! and plunged right ahead. 
At the first rehearsal when the lights were used | threw the switch. There 
was a flash behind the panel and a report like a canon-shot from the rear of 
the auditorium. 1 had managed to short out the board and had thrown the main 
Circuit=breaker for the auditorium lights. A session with the school's cus- 
todian engineer followed, and | learned that it Is bad practice to wire the 
main switch across the IncomiAg AC lines.

Therefore, it seems surprising now that my first venture on the air was 
with a home-brew modulated oscillator and rush box combination for the then 
new 2-meter band. Never mind that my First transmissions with it were on the 
152-MC that Ma Bell was using. It worked, and | was on the air. This was 
followed by a little 35-watt CW transmitter, right out of the Handbook with 
variations for the bargain parts | was able to scare up. It, too, worked. 
Drunk with power, | tried @ lO-meter transmitter, and that did not work. In 
fact, it set the pattern for whole series of succeeding projects. There was 
the crystal controlled transmitter for two meters, the converter for the sane 
band, the receiver (HF) to end al! receivers, the 420 MHz portable, the.,.But 
you get the idea.

In the good old days (I had to get to 
that eventually, didn't 17) you did, as | say, know when you did sonething 
wrong. Did you ever see a type 80 tube light up when the input capacitor In 
the power supply was shorted? "Light up!’ is hardly the term...1f you weren't 
@ fast draw with the switch (Fuses?? Who used fuses?) you replaced not only 
the capacitor but the 80 as well. Tubes were always good for Indicating when 
things were wrong. Unless you were running them at your own ICAS ratings, @ 

= Bright tube usvally meant that something along the line was drawing too much 
current. Resistors were equally handy for this...a charred dead body with an 
‘accompanying odor told you that you'd better do some checking on the items 
the resistor was supposed to resist. 


Contrast this with @ circuit board on which you have stuck a few tran: 
tors or == even worse -- sone ICs plus # handful of tiny disc capacitors and 
resistors. You apply the power (Power?? Five volts at a couple of 
microanps!!) and what happens. Nothing. Everything looks the sane, and that 
is the trouble. Nowhere is there @ spark, or a smell, or any clue to what's 


wrong. You may have ~~ you probably have -- sent the semiconductors West, 
but you'll never know it unless you unsolder them and test them.

In 1929, Germany invited Sir Hubert Wilkins, the noted Australian polar 
explorer of the '20s and '30s, to ride along on the proposed around-the- 
world flight of the German airship "Graf Zepplin", The "Graf" was a rig~ 
id dirigible, 800 feet long and 100 feet in diameter, that carried its 
passengers in ocean-liner-like luxury. 


Wilkins, a careful planner, wanted his own independent powered and highly 
portable emergency transmitter to take along in case of a crash in some 
isolated area, such as Siberia. He placed an order for the transmitter 
with Heintz § Kaufman and the late Ralph Heintz, W6RH, assigned the job 
to Bill Eitel, W6UF, and Hank Brown, W6HB, The photo, at left, by David 
Atkins, W6VX, shows the "proof-of-performance" test as seen over the hood 
of a VX Ford; Bill, at right, laboring mightily at the generator's, crank

The rig was a UX-210 in a self-excited TPTG oscillator circuit in a metal 
box mounted upon and powered by a 400 cycle hand-cranked generator (one 
of the early uses, by the way, of 400 cycle AC in aircraft). The unit 
was designed to be clamped to a tree or post to prevent its flopping 
around while being cranked. Transmitter output included the 40-meter 
band and, during the test, hams were worked in daylight up and down the 
Pacific coast from the San Francisco peninsula. 


The flight was a successful trip around the world and, as far as is known, 
the equipment was never used, Bill, David and Hank are still active on 
the air.
